As  of  May  31,  2015,  there  were  137  treatment  court  programs  in  43  judicial  circuits:  90  adult,  8 
juvenile,  12  family,  20  designated  DWI  and  7 veterans  courts  serving  31  counties.  The 
commission  provides  funding  to  130  of  these  programs  in  42  judicial  circuits. 


Participants 

During  the  month  of  May  there  were  3,949  individuals  participating  in  treatment  courts  as 
measured  by  a count  of  cases.  The  adult  category  includes  veterans  and  adult  drug  courts  unless 
otherwise  noted. 
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Admissions 

There  were  158  admissions  to  treatment  courts  during  this  reporting  period  as  measured  by  a 
count  of  cases.

As  of  May  31,  2015,  there  have  been  a total  of  15,803  treatment  court  graduates. 

A total  of  768  babies  have  been  bom  to  female  participants  during  treatment.  711  of  these  have 
been  born  drug  free.
